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Etaoin  Shrdlu

As  the  festive  season  approaches  most  Skulemen  think 
of  fun  galore.  Following  are  a few  thoughts  on  what  to 
do  during  the  holidays.  A SHORT  TREATISE  ON  THE 
BASIC  MATHEMATICS  OF  SOLAR  AND  LUNAR  ECLIP- 
ES  OR:  WHY  NOT  HAVE  A P RE-NEW  YEAR  S PARTY 
ON  DECEMBER  30? 

Astronomically  speaking,  the  year  1964  promises  to  be 
superb. 

An  eclipse  of  the  sun  occurs  when,  at  new  moon,  the 
moon  casts  its  shadow  upon  the  earth:  when  the  full 
moon  enters  the  earth’s  shadow  we  have  a lunar  eclipse. 
The  moon  does  lie  between  the  earth  and  sun  once  a 
lunar  month  at  new  moon,  but  it  is  usually  too  high  or 
low:  hence  the  shadow  misses  the  earth.  This  is  due  to 
the  moon’s  orbit  being  inclined  about  5*  to  that  of  the 
earth.  The  two  plane  orbits  intersect  in  a straight  Bne, 
the  line  of  nodes.  Thus  it  is  only  when  a new  or  full 
moon  occurs  and  this  line  of  nodes  is  pointing  at,  or 
nearly  at,  the  sun  that  an  eclipse  occurs. 

Imagine  that  the  sun's  and  moon’s  orbits  are  project- 
ed onto  the  celestial  sphere.  The  sun  traverses  its  orbit 
on  the  ecliptic  against  the  background  of  "fixed"  stars 
one  every  365.25  days  or  a little  less  that  1*  per  day:  the 
moon  revolves  in  its  orbit  once  every  29*  days.  The  sun 
should  reach  a node  once  every  365.25/2  or  183  days. 

But  this  line  of  nodes  is  revolving  in  space  at  the  rate 
of  20  days  a year  in  the  opposite  direction  to  that  of  the 
sun.  Therefore  the  sun  reaches  a node  every  183-20/2  or 
173  days. 

From  the  geometric  arrangement  and  dimensions  of 
the  sun,  moon  and  earth  the  following  conclusions  can 
be  reached  (after  about  a page  of  calculations): 

1.  An  eclipse  of  the  sun  can  occur  only  if  at  new  moon 
the  sun  is  within  18° 31'  of  a node  and  is  certain  to  cccur 
if  it  is  less  than  15°21'  from  a node. 

2.  An  eclipse  of  the  moon  can  occur  only  if  at  full 
moon  the  sun  is  within  12°  15’  of  a node  and  is  certain  to 
occur  if  it's  within  9°30’. 


No  eclipse  can  occur  unless  line 
of  nodes  points  ot  or  nearly  at 
the  sun. 


A total  eclipse  of  the  sun  can 
be  observed  only  from  within  the 
band  swept  out  by  the  tip  of 
umbro. 


Therefore,  in  a lunar  month  (29*  days)  the  sun,  mov- 
ing about  29°  in  its  orbit,  traverses  less  than  the  interval 
from  — 18*31’  to  +18*31'  and  we  may  have  a solar  eclipse 
at  two  successive  new  moons  — and  a lunar  eclipse  at 
the  full  moon  between.  But  the  29*  is  greater  than  the 
interval  from  — 12*15'  to  +12*15’  and  it  is  not  at  all  pos- 
sible to  have  lunar  eclipses  at  two  successive  full  moons. 

So!  How  many  eclipses  can  we  have  in  a calendar 
year? 

Let’s  say  that  the  sun  reaches  a node  on  the  15th  day 
of  the  year  — and  that  < there  then  occurs  a full  moon. 
Therefore  a total  lunar  eclipse.  About  14.75  days  before 
and  after  the  eclipse  the  sun  is  but  14*  or  so  from  the 
node  — there  are  new  moons  — so  we  can  have  two 
solar  eclipses. 

Now  it  just  so  happens  that  the  interval  between 
nodes,  173  days,  is  4 days  less  than  six  lunations. 

Therefore  173  + 4 days  after  the  lunar  eclipse  there  oc- 
curs* a full  moon  — the  sun  being  only  4*  past  the  node 
and  thus  a lunar  eclipse.  Fourteen  and  three-quarter 
days  before  this  eclipse  there  is  a new  moon,  the  sun 
being  about  9’  from  the  node:  fourteen  and  three-quart- 
er days  after  this  eclipse  the  sun  is  about  181*  from  the 
node  and  there  is  a new  moon.  At  both  these  times  there 
may  be  solar  eclipses. 


Again,  173  days  after  this  node  there  comes  another. 
And  eight  days  after  this  node  a full  moon,  and  conse- 
quently a lunar  eclipse  — but  this  is  in  the  new  year 
(L  e.  15  + 2x173  + 8 = 369  days).  But  14.75  days  before 
this  eclipse  the  sun  is  but  6*  from  the  node,  there's  a 
new  moon  and  a solar  eclipse  can  occur.  Therefore  we 
can  have  five  solar  and  two  lunar  eclipses  in  one  year. 

This  last  happened  in  1935,  and  won’t  again  for  over 
400  years. 

It  can  be  similarly  shown  that  should  a full  moon  fall 
on  New  Year's  Day  with  a node  four  days  later  we  can 
have  three  lunar  and  four  solar  eclipses.  This  will  next 
occur  in  1982,  all  lunar  eclipses  being  total,  all  solar 
partial.  It  is  also  obvious  that  at  every  node  — and  there 
are  a minimum  of  two  a year  — the  new  moon  will  be 
caught  within  18°31,  of  the  node  at  least  once  a node 
and  thus  there  are,  at  very  least,  two  solar  eclipses  a 
year  (maybe  partial,  though).  There  do  not,  however, 
have  to  be  any  lunar  eclipses  in  a given  year  since  the 
29’  the  sun  moves  a month  can  easily  prevent  it  from 
being  within  the  +-12*15’  lunar  eclipse  limits  at  full 
moon. 

Thus  at  most  seven  and  at  least  two  eclipses  a year. 
This  is  where  we  come  in.  Between  December  30,  1963 
and  December  18,  1964  there  are  three  total  lunar  eclip- 
ses visible  from  T.O.  and  also  four  partial  solar  eclipses 
not  visible  from  T.O.  Since  there  have  been  only  four 
total  lunar  eclipses  visible  from  here  since  1956  the  next 
year  is  sort  of  unique.  So  why  not  be  out  there  on  the 
morning  of  Dec.  30  — and  take  a friend,  eh! 

NOTE:  Moon  enters  umbra  at  4:25  a.m.  Dec.  30,  the 
other  total  lunar  eclipses  occur  on  June  24  at  8:20  p.rn. 
EST  and  Dec.  18  at  9:35  p.m.  EST  next  year.

Total  lunor  eclipse  can  be  seen  by  anyone  on  night  side  of  the 
earth.  Because  of  refraction  of  sunlight  the  moon  never  completely 
disappears.

These  days,  the  students  of  this  university  are  rarely 
surprised  to  see  a new  building  going  up  on  campus.
